FIRST DAY—Morning Session 

The Fortieth Session of the Central Florida Annual Conference 
of the A. M. E. Church assembled in St. Paul A. M. E. church, Har¬ 
rison and Morgan streets, Tampa, Fla., Wednesday morning, 9:30 
o’clock, with the Rt. Rev. Henry Young Tookes, D.D., LL.D., bishop 
of the 11th Episcopal district, presiding. 

The following religious program was rendered: 

Bishop Tookes presented Dr. M. D. Potter, presiding elder of the 
St. Petersburg district, leader of the conference to have charge of 
the religious services, he lined hymn No. 2, "Early My God”, sung 
by the choir and conference; prayer, Rev. G. J. Oates, presiding elder 
of the Manatee district. 

Chant by the choir, selection the choir, “Precious Lord”; scrip¬ 
ture lesson II Cor. 9:1-14, read by Dr. E. J. Jackson, presiding elder 
of the Ft. Myers district; singing, hymn No. 10; decalogue, Dr. C. S. 
Long, presiding elder of the Tampa district; Dr. M. D. Potter lined 
hymn No. 14, “Jesus We Look To Thee”, sung by the choir and con¬ 
ference. Dr. Potter presented Rev. J. E. Hall,| pastor of Boca- 
grande to preach the annual sermon, he selected for a text 2nd Tim. 
3:17, “That the Man of God may be perfect, thoroughly furnished 
unto all good works”. Rev. S. W. Richardson led in a spiritual; Rev. 
A. W. Smith led in singing, “If it wasn’t for the Lord”. Bishop 
Tookes requested Bishop John Andrew Gregg, presiding bishop «bf 
the 4th and part of the 12th Episcopal districts and General Officers 
to lead in the consecration and administration of the Holy com¬ 
munion. 

General Officers, viz: Drs. Geo. Singleton, editor, Christian Re¬ 
corder; John H. Clayborn, editor of Southern Christian Recorder, 
and E. A. Adams, secretary education, and in referring to the ser¬ 
mon commended the speaker, and in telling manner aroused the con¬ 
gregation to the need of the Holy Ghost upon all classes to keep 
alive the church. 

Bishop Gregg led in singing, “There Is A Fountain Filled With 
Blood”, the congregation standing, and proceeded with the consecra¬ 
tion and administration of the Holy communion. 

Singing, hymn No. 313, C. M., “That Doleful Night Before His 
Death”. At the conclusion of the Holy communion, Bishop Gregg re¬ 
quested the congregation to stand and shake hands with the person 
next to you, the choir continued singing, “0 When I Come To The 
End Of My Journey”. Rev. J. L. Wallace led in singing, “Somebody

Promptly 4 p. m., Bishop Tookes requested the marshals to in¬ 
vite the ministers to come in, and called the conference to order. 
Bishop Tookes had the secretary read list of committees and cor¬ 
rections made. 

The bishop announced the following transfers to this conference:

STATE OF THE COUNTRY 

Tampa, Florida, March 1, 1940. 

To the bishop and members of the Central Florida Annual Con- 
lerence of the A. M. E. Church,—Greetings: 

We, your Committee on the State of the Country, herewith beg 
to submit the following as a report: 

The traditional policy of protestantism in America is that 
bHURCH and STATE should remain seperate and distinct in gov¬ 
ernment and in politics; that is, the church is not to interfere with 
the operation of the government, nor the government with the 
church. But present day trends point to a closer cooperation of both 
church and state. This cooperation Is largely due to the many bai- 
fhng and perplexing economic, moral and social problems prevalent 
m our social order, which the state finds itself unable to 
solve. Our president, with his socialized democratic ideals has on 
a number of occasions sought the counsel and cooperation of a large 
number of religious leaders of this and other countries as. a means 
of restoring peace, promoting prosperity and inter-racial rt ood- 
^ ^he ra ces and nations of the world. 

There must ever abide between church and state a close ana 
effective cooperation, in the affairs of our social order, without 
either church or state encroaching on the divine given perogatives 
bequeathed to each other, nor without attempting to usurp the deiC- 
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gated authority of the state and the inherited authority of the 
church. 

In rendering this report it is our aim to briefly make a five 
point preview namely. Economic, Political, Moral, Religious and 
New Proposals: 

1.—The Economic State. As we visualize the economic state 
of the country, we find that there are still millions without perma¬ 
nent employment, to be definite, approximately nine million men 
and women are on government relief. And while industry has been 
spurred on by the new European war, to the extent that thousands 
of idle men have been given jobs, the acceleration anticipated and 
predicted for industry has been rather disappointing and sluggish- 
There is still a great deal of dissatisfaction with the Wagner Labor 
Law among the captains of industry and among labor unions, to 
the extent that, the Supreme Court will soon have to make a decision 
as to its legality and continuity. There is still the same old war 
raging between capital and labor, with labor having been greatly 
helped and encouraged by our Chief Executive, President Roosevelt- 
„ The Social Security Act, sponsored by Senator Wagner of New 
York and passed by both houses of congress has proven to be onfi 
of the greatest social reforms that has come over our country dur¬ 
ing the century, and is doing great good in assuring the economic 
security of our underprivileged groups of America. 

Never before in the history of America has this country acquired 
such vast wealth; today she is worth more than sixty billion dollars, 
and m spite of the fact that her overhead expense is far greater 
than ever before, and many are complaining about high taxes, a large 
percentage of the revenue from taxes is being spent by the govern- 
men t prevent millions from suffering and death.

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But in spite of our democracy which has given to the world an ex¬ 
ample of the best political philosophy of government, there are today 
dangerous, sinister influences among certain groups seeking to 
overthrow our government and democracy. Foreign influence 
coupled with Communistic and Nazi sympathizers. So alarming has 
been this influence that the federal government has deemed it wise 
and necessary to appoint a Dies Committee, whose task is to appre¬ 
hend and report to the government all information concerning organi¬ 
zations and doctrines that are anti-democratic and revolutionary in 
spirit. The findings of this committee have resulted in the imprison¬ 
ment of some leaders and the deportation of others. 

At present, the democratic party is in great suspense to its next 
great “standard-bearer”, The concensus of public opinion is that 
Mr, Roosevelt can easily be elected for the third term as President 
of the United States if he desires it. If he does not choose to run 
again, public opinion has it figured out that the Republican party 
will take charge of the ship of state at the next election. Much can 
be said in favor of the present administration as it has effected our 
group. There are members of our group holding more government 
positions than ever before in the history of this country. Hundreds 
ot school buildings have been built through the assistance of federal 
a: 4 thousands of modern homes have been constructed that have 
assured our people better living conditions, and thousands of others 
have been provided with the opportunity of completing their educa¬ 
tion in the high schools and colleges of the country. Truly Mr. 
Roosevelt has been heralded as the greatest of all presidents as far 
as the Negro is concerned. 

3, The Moral State. According to the latest statistics issued 
03 T the government, crime is on the increase. This can be attributed 
to a number of causes; such as the return of the repeal of the 
•Eighteenth Amendment, the breaking down of the norms of sbcial 
control, the home, the state, and the indifference of the youth of 
our country towards the church. Since a very large percent of 
e ^ T nie i n America is committed by the youth of the country, prob- 

the greatest moral problem with which we have to contend is 
that of CHILD DELINQUENCY. We feel that the church single 
anaed, is unable to solve this problem. The solution calls into co¬ 
operation all the moral forces of our country reinforced with the 
federal aid. 

, Laws will have to be enacted and enforced that will prevent 
e ^uth under age from frequenting all crime breeding peaces of 
amusements and slums. To this end, the church will have to take 
the initiative and demand the interest and cooperation of all other 
mopal agencies. 

, Some phychologists of religion have suggested that the^ church 
•mould revamp its present moral code and adopt one that is more 
g c °hformity to present day moral trends. But to this suggestion 
the church has turned a deaf ear. For Christ and Christianity are 
e world's ideal teacher and guide. . 

E-JThe Religious State. In spite of the tidal wave of atheism 
■ is sweeping through Europe, America is predominantly re ^bg- 
ous. According to the figures of recent church statistics, we tind 
that the city churches are making progress numerically and finan- 
cla Large numbers of worshippers are still in evidence each 
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Sabbath day throughout the year. In the rural sections of the 
country the enthusiasm for public worship is not as great now as 
in former years. The poor economic condition of the rural sections 
may account for this fall off in church attendance. 

The church needs to render special help to the rural sections. 
They need first of all, inviting and comfortable buildings in which 
to worship. In the second place, they need ministers, especially 
trained in rural sociology who can help them economically a& well 
as morally. For this purpose, a special financial fund should be 
established by the churches to supplement the rural pastor's salary 
and further foster the Master's cause in the rurals of the country, 

5.—Other Proposals, Having proved himself as one of the 
world's greatest humanitarians and statesmen, our great president is 
seeking to further national interests by providing a fund that will 
provide for the building and maintainence of adequate hospitals in 
all sections of the country where the counties are too poor or are 
derelict in establishing such needed institutions. We can be assured 
that, with such fine courage, magnamity of soul, and common human 
sympathies, augmented with the far-sighted vision, our country is 
safe, and our race hopeful with our present incumbent at the helm 
of the nation's ship of state.

The cause of education has always been a matter of concenu 
more or less to the human race. The history of all peoples and g°Y' 
ernments from the earliest times down to the present reveals this

Scientific precisions must replace guess 
Tork. Exact knowledge must determine decisions. This leadership 
however, must not lose its poise by materialistic influences or by too 
^uch learning, for character is higher than intellect. Says one, 
“Teach science, but always as the handmaid of religion, to reveal 
how the brooding spirit of God created the world and all that is 
therein—and set the stars in their courses”. The schoolroom must al¬ 
ways insist upon facts. Yet, paradoxically speaking, the mere learn¬ 
ing of facts is not the chief aim of education. Habits, attitudes, 
points of view, capacity for cooperation, character, are the real 
fundamentals in education. But moral character cannot be developed 
without religion—and when I say religion I mean Christianity. 
There is no code of ethics that can produce such high degree of moral 
character as Christianity, Washington said in his farewell address: 

' And let us with caution indulge the supposition that morality can 
be maintained without religion”. 

The fact that the Bible has been eliminated from the public 
schools of many states is a matter of great concern and we) naturally 

ourselves this question: Which way America? Can the domi¬ 
nant secularized education achieve the great ends of education or its 
function in American civilization or world civilization ? President 
Nicholas Butler of Columbia university, puts the case well when he 
said: “The problem is not religion and education but religion in 

education”. 


Most alarmingly do we note the fact as revealed by the De¬ 
partment of Research of the International Council of Religious 
education, that in 1926 of an estimated 30 million children between 
ne ages of 5 and 17, approximately 16 million receive no form of 
religious instruction.

When we consult the dictionary for a definition for Temperance 
we find the following: (1) Habitual moderation in the indulgence of 
the appetite and possession; (2) Abstinence from the use of in¬ 
toxicants; (3) Self-control and calmness. 

And a habitual 
moderation in the indulgence of the appetite. We speak chiefly of 
these, (1) Because of its relation to health, a struggle for health 
should be one’s chief objective. 

One Greek writer once said that he evoked upon Luckery Idleness 
dissipation and intemperance as the chief source of all physical ills 
and that one would do anything to cure themselves, but would not 
stop doing the thing that caused ill health. In a recent report of 
the Signal, a paper published by the W. C. T. U., it is said that 
three-fourths of all automobile wrecks were caused by those who 
were under the influence of liquor and that these range between the 
ages of 20 and 30, and that women as well as men were guilty of 
the same and most all crimes could be traced to drinking. Much of 
the insanity of today is caused by habitual drinking. One educa¬ 
tional institution said that in a survey they found that those 
under the influence of intoxicants could not think as readily as those 
who were not. 

. Now for this cause the A. M. E. church must lift up a standard 
-or the people by fighting to end this evil.
